When  dealing  with  a  small  population  such  as  that  of  this  District, 
a  certain  random  fluctuation  from  year  to  year  in  birth  and  death  rates 
is  to  be  expected o  This  is  illustrated  by  the  figures  for  the  last  ten 
years  shown  on  Page  8. 

Of  the  total  deaths  recorded  during  1968,  26l  or  8l$  occurred  in 
persons  aged  69  years  or  over;  and  189  or  59%  in  persons  aged  75  years 
or  over,.

This  Order,  in  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1968,  requires  the 
local  authority  to  pay  the  medical  practitioner  a  fee  of  five  shillings 
for  each  certificate  of  notification,  except  a  certificate  sent  by  a 
medical  practitioner  serving  in  the  forces 0
